A SETTLEMENT

Coit. They show him up in the light 
of a bluffer and a bulldozer and unfit 
for the position he holds.- A com- 
manding officer who cannot rise above 
petty spites and who persecutes help- 
less subordinates, has no business in 
'the army.

Funk was commissioned 
second lieutenant about three weeks 
ago and was mustered in last Wednes- 
day.

Funk a short time ago that he would 
give the boy a fair chance and said he 
had no doubt but that he would make 
a good .second lieutenant. He said 
he would aid him in every way. As 
soon, however, as Mr. Funk came 
away Coit began bulldozing the boy 
to force him to resign. It is under- 
stood that Lieutenant Funk and his 
friends wll tigiit the case to the bitter 
end and that the resignation will not 
be forthcoming.
